A crowd estimated at more than 
1,000 persons gathered this morning 
In the William Oyler orchards north 
of 
McKnightstown 
to witness 
a 
demonstration of the most modern 
•xraying 
and 
dusting 
methods 
sponsored by the 
Adams County 
Fruit Growers’ Association and mak­ 
ing use of equipment worth many 
thousands of dollars and employing 
machinery of types never before 
used In Adams county orchards 
The throng that Included fruit- 
men from Adams, York. Franklin 
and Cumberland counties and from 
West Virginia, many of them with 
their wives und orchard workmen, 
saw a specially equipped airplane 
dust effectively, with sulphur 
five 
rows of peach orchard at tree-top 
level In a fraction of the time it 
would take with ordinary spraying 
or dusting equipment on the ground. 
A big speed sprayer, said to cost 
15,300, and another smaller model 
which cost $3,300. were among the 
more than a lialf dozen types of 
spraying 
and 
dusting 
equipment 
that were put through their paces 
along a block of Oyler’s apple or­ 
chards

Considerable

tracted by a big spray mast brought 
here specially for this demonstra­ 
tion from State College. It was the 
first machine of Its type ever operat­ 
ed in this county and was equipped 
with six m ovable spray nozzles on a 
12-foot stationary boom.

Tile preponderance of the early 
Labor victories came in the heavily

Won In 1929 
The Labor party last formed the 
government in 1929 under the late 
Ramsay MacDonald, and held pow­ 
er until 1931 when it was forced to 
go to tile people on the gold stand­ 
ard issue 
Following that election it was 
forced to lean heavily on the Lib­ 
eral party section of the govern­ 
ment coalition and in 1935, Britain’s 
last general election until July 5, 
Stanley Baldwin led the conserva­ 
tives into power. 
In one of the most acrimonious 
campaigns in Britain’s history, the 
Labor party pledged itself in this 
election to support a program of 
national socialization of heavy in­ 
dustry, 
transportation, mines and 
Die bank of England.

SENATE FIGHTS 
TROOP CONTROL 
TO KEEP PEACE

approve that. 
The real fish! seems sure to rome 
m onths from now. T h a t’s when we 
deride, In a separate agreem ent, how 
the United Nations will use Ameri­ 
can troops 
Under our Constitution, the tern­ 
ate — not 
the 
House — approves 
treaties. Tw o-thirds of the senators 
present at voting time have to vote 
"yes” to approve. 
G etting tw o-thirds of the Senate 
to vote "yes” Is lots tougher than 
getting only a simple m ajority of 
them to vote th a t way. 
Because Its so hard, efforts have 
bern made to get around this two- 
thirds rule of the Senate. 
Instead of subm itting treaties to 
the Senate, some presidents have 
entered into what is railed "execu­ 
tive agreem ents” with foreign gov­ 
ernm ents. 
Executive Agreements 
These 
agreements, 
having 
the 
effect of treaties, don't have to nm 
the Senate 
gauntlet. There 
they 
m ight be killed, lf offered as treaties. 
(President Roosevelt—by executive 
agreem ent in 1940 swapped 50 over­ 
age 
destroyers 
with 
Britain 
for 
leases on 
British W estern Hemi­ 
sphere bases for the United States ) 
And some agreem ents with foreign 
nations also having the effect of 
treaties—have been put through the 
whole Congress in the form of reso­ 
lutions or bills. 
A resolution or bill needs the ap­ 
proval of both House and Senate, 
but only by a simple m ajority vote 
in both. Thus the tw o-thtrds Senate 
bugaboo is avoided. 
(The Senate and House recently 
approved by m ajority vote both a 
resolution and bill which were inter­ 
national agreements. 
(Tile bill was the Brett on Woods 
agreements on a world monetary 
fund and bank The resolution was 
one which made us a member of the 
United Nations food and agriculture 
organization » 
So much for the background. 
C harter Is Treaty 
The United Nations charter has 
come to us in the form of a treaty. 
So ttie Senate's working on it When 
it's approved we'll be a member of 
the United Nations to keep peace in 
the world 
Even isolationist senators can vote ! 
for the charier 
But here's where 
they may put up a fight: 
Maybe a year from now. when the 
United Nations organization is oper­ 
ating, we'll have to decide how many 
troops and ships and planes we ll put 
a t the disposal of the United Na­ 
tions to keep peace. 
We'll have to decide whether those 
armed forces can be called into ac­ 
tion by the United Nations to sup­ 
press aggression anywhere—or Just 
where well let them tie used. 
If we put drastic limits on the size 
of our armed forces (for United Na­ 
tions' use) 
and 
lim its on 
where 
they'll be used, we may destroy the 
United Nations. 
Form Of Agreement 
At any rate. we ll have to work all 
that out in the form of an a g r e e , 
ment with the United Nations. 
So this Is the question:

If it comes to the Senate in the 
form of a treaty a year from now,
